rT i fives exceedingly to wonder 
whether the authoritative Army 
and Navy Journal hasn't opened 
the closet door on a rather grim 
international skeleton by its sen­ 
sational assertion that powerful in­ 
terests would like to remove Chief- 
of-staff Gen. George C. Marshall 
from the Washington scene. 
"Acting under the President’s 
instruction,’’ explains the Journal, 
"he (Marshall) has labored seal- 
ously to insure the fullest measure 
of cooperation with our allies and 
ttftecially the British, a policy 
based on the President’s and his 
own appreciation of the necessity 
of safeguarding American inter­ 
ests. 
‘‘Thinking only of winning the 
war in the shortest time and of 
saving every American life possi­ 
ble, in connection with the bloody 
operations which it calls for, Gen. 
Marshall, of course, has come into 
conflict with powerful interests 
Which would like to eliminate him 
from the Washington picture and 
place in his stead an officer more 
amenable to their will. 
THAT'S a nasty picture. 
Who 
are those powerful interests? 
The Journal leaves it to us to 
figure it out for ourselves. 
The 
general public has learned of only 
one difference of opinion between 
Marshall and critics. 
Their chief-of-staff Is said to 
have held firmly to the conviction 
that western Europe should be in­ 
vaded directly from England. Other 
strategists, particularly those on 
the British side of the table, have 
frowned on cross-channel invasion. 
Timing of the drive also is said 
to have caused some dissension. 
Well, It certainly is interesting 
to know where Gen. Marshall has 
Stood on such invasion, for that 
has been one of the major issues 
of the war, as Moscow hasn't al­ 
lowed us to forget. 
Readers of this column over a 
©answerable period will recall that 
l r persistently has pointed out that 
the quickest way to victory would 
ba this admittedly highly danger­ 
ous operation—always provided the 
Allies were properly set for it. 
Nobody with any knowledge of 
military affairs would suggest such 
aa invasion short of full prepared­ 
ness.

LONDON, Sept. SI — French 
troops are battling on the aoli of 
metropolitan France today for the 
first time since the collapse of 
the republic in the spring of 1940 
as Commandos from North Africa 
fought side by side with Patriots 
of the mountainous island of Cor­ 
sica against the German garrison 
Announcement of the landing of 
the Commandos, some of the forc­ 
es which took part in the Tunisian 
campaign, came in a terse com­ 
munique issued Monday night in 
Algiers by Gen. Henri Giraud. The 
communique gave no details of the 
fighting, but said it has "taken a 
favorable turn.’’ 
Capital Reported Occupied 
The Stockholm Svenska Dag- 
bladet, publishing dispatches from 
German-controlled Marseille, said. 
however, that French forces oc­ 
cupied Ajaccio, Corsica’s capital 
aud an air and naval base, after 
a sharp fight with the Germans. 
The Nasls are said to have re­ 
tired to the eastern shore of the 
island where they are receiving 
reinforcements from the Italian 
mainland of Elba. 
The German garrison also was 
augmented by troops withdrawn 
from Sardinia, seven miles to the 
south, from which the Nazis were 
driven over the week-end by Ital­ 
ian forces. 
Would Provide Vital Besee 
It is hoped here that the French 
forces, 
bulwarked 
by 
Italian 
troops, quickly will subdue the 
Nazis, estimated to number about 
two divisions or between 25,000 
and 30,000 officers and men. 
Control of Corsica—a depart­ 
ment of metropolitan France—• 
would give the Allies facilities 
for carrying the war closer to the 
Germans both in France and in 
northern Italy.

As Air Blows Continue

LONDON, Sept. 21 — Striking 
Into France in daylight with a pro­ 
tecting escort of R.A.F. Spitfire*. 
American medium bombers gave 
the Nazis’ Beauvals-TUle air base, 
halfway between Paris and the 
coast, its second hammering in four 
days today. 
The attack was made soon after 
the German radio reported a night 
‘‘nuisance’’ foray by R.A.F. bomb­ 
ers into Germany. 
Allied heavy bombers have not 
been out since Thursday, when the 
Fortresses hit the Nanatee area and 
the R.A.F. bombed the Alpine tun­ 
nel at Modane. 
Large formations of Allied bomb­ 
ers and fighters swept out across 
the British southeast coast this 
morning In the direction of north­ 
ern France. 
After reaching the French shore 
the raiders fanned out in differ­ 
ent directions, presumably to blaet 
at Nazi air fields and communica­ 
tions.

LONDON, Sept. 21—Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
declared today that the second front will be thrown open 44 at 
the right time” and “ a mass invasion of the continent from 
the west will begin.” 
Calling the Mediterranean battlefield the “ third front”, 
the prime minister told commons that the second front “ already* 
exists potentially” and “ already rapidly is gathering weight.

Asserts Mussolini To Build 
New Army Of Fascists

LONDON, Sept. 21 — German

Benito Mussolini hee left Germany 
for northern Italy "after a conver­ 
sation with the fuehrer lasting 
sayers! days” in order to study de­ 
velopments on the spot. 
The broadcast said Mussolini is 
expected to announce the com poet 
Mon of his newly-proclaimed gov­ 
ernment within the coming week 
aad is devoting his attention to re­ 
construction of the Fascist militia 
around which will be built a new 
republican Fascist army. 
Although Mussolini, in a speech 
attributed to bim by the German 
radio, Saturday denounced King 
Vittorio Emanuels end the bouse 
of Savoy, the radio said it was not 
certain that Mussolini will take 
upon himself the title of cblefof- 
staff ae well as chief of govern 
m eat 
After reporting several days ago 
tile escape of Museolini’a son-in- 
law, Count Galeazzo Ciaoo, to Ger­ 
many, the radio today declared it 
ie untrue he had been rescued and 
he ie presumed to be "missing”. 
This apparently was an admis­ 
sion that Cisne was caught by Ital­ 
ian authorities before reaching the 
safety of Germany. The radio said 
Carlo Scores, former Fascist party 
secretary, also had "disappeared”.

Churchill's speech, longest in his 
career as prime minister, lasted 
two hours and seven minutes. He 
spoke for an hour and 15 minutes 
stopped for lunch and then picked 
up where he left oft 
Th* prime minister, appearing be­ 
fore commons in his Aret fullscale 
report on the course of the world­ 
wide struggle einoe his historic 
conference with President Roose­ 
velt at Quebec, spoke out sharply 
against those who bed accused 
the Allied leadership of bungling 
In Italy.

Device Bared By Army

NEW YORK, Sept. 21—Details of 
“one of America’s best kept mili­ 
tary secrets”—the use of an elec­ 
tronically-controlled automatic pi­ 
lot—were disclosed Monday with 
army approval 
The device, said by the army air 
force to have been “one of the fac­ 
tors responsible for the devasta­ 
tion” ta raids over Europe and 
Asia, provides a stable platform for 
high altitude bombing “of vastly In­ 
creased accuracy.” 
The Improvement was described 
by the army air force and tbe Min­ 
neapolis - Honeywell Regulator Co. 
at rn luncheon here. 
The company cooperated with 
the army air force on its develop­ 
ment after materiel command offi­ 
cials at Wright field foresaw the 
need for a modified instrument cap­ 
able of controlling accurately air­ 
craft on high altitude precision 
bombing missions. 
lb s improvement was accepted 
by the a m y air force in October, 
1941. 
Alfred M. Wilson, vice president 
ta charge of the company’s aero­ 
nautical division, described the 
auto-pilot as designed “to take over 
completely the duties of the pilot 
on bombing runs” end “to hold the 
plane on a designated course with 
out wavering.” 
He added that It was not de­ 
signed to replace pilots, but to give 
them maximum protection. 
He explained that super-seneitl- 
vity of the electronic mechanism 
returns a plane almost Immediately 
to its course, despite cross our- 
rtnts, wind variation* and air 
blasts from exploding anti-aircraft 
•bells. 
Wilson cited the case of a fly­ 
ing Fortress almost cat In two by 
a Messerechmltt 109. its pilot’s 
manna! control cables connecting 
to rudder and elevators severed. 
The ship, he said, "was flown 
safely home on the anto-pllot, be­ 
cense the oontrol surface motors 
of the electronic system were lo­ 
cated tar ta the tall and were not 
damaged In the mld-alr crash.”

WASHINGTON, Sept 20—Congree* members reported much sat­ 
isfaction among the folks back home with the way this country Is 
conducting its war on foreign battlefields, but widespread discontent 
with various phases of the war on the home front 
The Associated Press, seeking a cross-section of the views constitu­ 
ents conveyed to the legislators* 
------ — -------------------- 
who went home on vacation in 
Jhly and returned last Tuesday, 
quizzed 69 Democrats and Repub­ 
licans from 42 states. 
The majority said th ey 1 found 
their people pleased with the war’s 
progress but critical of domestic af­ 
fairs with most of tbe complaints 
mentioning restrictions and regula­ 
tions. 
In the poll, the office of price ad­ 
ministration—responsible for price 
control and rationing — was the 
only government agency singled 
out by name for criticism. And 
only ll Democrats—mentioned it. 
Most of the legislators reported 
they had received no complaints 
about the way manpower hee been 
handled and distributed although at 
the moment manpower is one of the 
nation’s 
most critical 
problems 
with the war department urging a 
labor draft. 
One southern Democrat said bls 
people “view with alarm the con 
tinned rapid growth of government 
agencies,” and several were critical 
of the number of persons on federal 
payrolls. 
Only a handful of the legislators 
—seven altogether and almost all 
of them from the east — reported 
their people had Indicated marked 
Interest in postwar planning for a 
lasting peace through International 
cooperation or any other means.

Tells Of Convoy Attack 
Churchill disclosed that he and 
President 
Roosevelt 
set Italy’s 
elimination from the war as their 
principal objective when they met 
in Washington last May and added 
that no one “would have expected 
it to have been achieved so rapid 
iy.” 
Saying that the almost total 
destruction of German war centers 
is continuing on a great scale, 
Churchill disclosed that the per 
centage of plane losses to the 
R.A.F. in the first eight months 
of 1943 was less than the same 
period last year and that the mor 
ale of the crews was consequently 
higher. 
He announced that during the 
four months ending Sept. 18 not 
a single merchant vessel was lost 
by enemy action in the North 
Atlantic and that enemy U-boats 
did not sink one Allied ship any­ 
where in the world during the 
first two weeks of September. 
He then added, however, that 
Ona convoy is being attacked at 
the present time. 
In a further disclosure of Rus­ 
sia’s participation in the Italian 
surrender, the prime minister said 
the Soviet government studied the 
armistice terms and authorized 
Gen. Dwight D. Elsenhower to sign 
them in its name. 
Planned To Land At Rome 
He also revealed that arrange­ 
ments had been made to land an 
American armored division in Rome 
at the same time as the main in­ 
vasion of Italy but that it was not 
possible because the Germans beld 
the air fields. 
The houee greeted the sturdy 
figure of the smiling prime minis­ 
ter 
with 
prolonged 
cheers 
but 
among his listeners were many who 
were impatient with the progress 
of the Mediterranean campaign and 
the delay in opening a western 
second front for which Russia has 
been making repeated demands. 
The galleries were crowded with 
dignitaries of the United Nations 
to hear the prime minister give an 
accounting of his conduct of the 
war and of the most exhaustive 
strategy conferences of his career 
at Washington and Quebec. 
The prime minister entered .the 
house while Foreign Secretary An 
thony Eden was telling members 
that Churchill’s speech would be an 
extra long one. v 
After paying tribute to Sir Kings­ 
ley Wood, chancellor of the ex­ 
chequer, who died today, Churchill 
began his war review. 
Soviets Studied 
Armistice 
He declared it was not possible 
for the Italians to hand over Mus­ 
solini before the landing “as that 
would have disclosed our intentions 
to the enemy and the Italians were 
in the position of still having to 
appear as allies of Germany.” 
The Badoglio government, he 
added, took careful measures to 
hold Mussolini, but did not pro­ 
vide against “a heavy parachute 
descent at that particular point’’— 
San Groiso, where the Germans 
seized him. 
“They (the Italians) had one 
card up their sleeves — carbinier! 
guards had orders to shoot Musso­ 
lini Af any attempt was made to 
rescue him but they failed in their 
duty,” Churchill said. 
The Soviet government studied 
the Italian armistice terms and 
authorized Gen. Elsenhower to sign 
them in Its name, he disclosed. 
He said he or Eden “possibly 
would make a further statement on 
the Badoglio government soon. 
He termed Italian action at pres 
ent “natural and human” and said 
“may it prove to be the first of a 
series of acts of self-redemption.”

as such,” Churchill said. Wd war 
against tyranny and we seek to 
preserve ourselves against destruc­ 
tion. There are the two targets to 
aim at—Nazi tryanny and Prussian 
militarism. Let us aim every gun 
and set every man who will march 
against them.” 
Knew Of Red Plan 
Declaring he knew in advance of 
the 
Russian 
counter-stroke 
at 
Stalingrad, Churchill said Stalin 
at Moscow “was able to speak to 
me with confidence of his ability to 
withstand the German attack.” 
“For a whole year,” he contin­ 
ued, “we aud our great allies have 
had almost unbroken successes by 
land, sea and by air.” 
“Complete strategic air domin­ 
ation of Germany and by Anglo- 
American air forces is not nec­ 
essarily beyond our reach even in 
1944 with consequences, lf it were 
attained, which cannot be measur­ 
ed but most certainly would be 
profound.” 
Churchill announced that during 
the four months ending Sept. 18 
no merchant vessel had been sunk 
by enemy action in the North 
Atlantic. 
He said during the first fort­ 
night in September no Allied ships 
were sunk by U-boat in any part 
of the world. This was altogether 
unprecedented in the whole history 
of U-boat warfare In this or the 
last war, he said. 
Saying that we must not suppose 
because of air and sea successes 
that “the war is coming to an end,” 
Churchill said on the contrary we 
must expect “frenzied efforts to re­ 
taliate.”

Nazis Use New Air Bomb 
He disclosed the Germans are 
using a new type of aerial bomb 
against shipping in close quarters. 
It is a rocket assisted by a glider 
which is released from consider­ 
able height and apparently guided 
to the target by a parent aircraft. 
It might be,” he added, “that 
the Germans are developing their 
weapons on novel lines.” 
He said the credit balance of 
new shipbuilding over losses of all 
kinds since the beginning of the 
war exceeds 
6,000.000 tons and 
should present favorable condi­ 
tions hold, we soon shall have re­ 
placed all losses suffered by the 
United Nations since the beginning 
of the war.” 
The United Nations, he said, 
now can be defeated by the sub­ 
marine only through “gross ne­ 
glect of duty In the shipyards and 
on the seas and inexcusable fall­ 
ing off of technical ability on both 
sides of the Atlantic."

Turning to the Pacific war to 
which the Quebec conference was 
very largely devoted, Churchill cit­ 
ed “a new feature in the resistance 
of Japan,” in evacuating the Aleu­ 
tians Instead of fighting to the 
last man. 
8tops For Lunch 
He said Lord Louis Mountbatten 
soon will arrive in India with a 
staff of officers to set up head 
quarters in New Delhi, which will 
conform with Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower’s Brltish-American model In 
the Mediterranean theater. 
After discussing the Italian sit­ 
uation, Churchill broke off his 
speech for a.luncheon recess. 
This action was unusual in the 
procedure of the house, but Eden 
said in proposing it before Church­ 
ill began to speak that precedent 
for it had been established by the 
prime minister himself in deliver­ 
ing a budget message as chancel 
lor of the exchequer in 1928. 
The session of Ae house was 
prolonged an extra hour today 
in order to allow the prime min 
ister to give his lengthy war re 
view. 
Churchill 
had 
been 
speaking 
roughly an hour and a quarter 
when he interrupted his address. 
Resuming after lunch Church 
ill declared that fighting between 
Germans and Italians had taken 
place “at many points” and there 
is no doubt where the sympathy, 
hopes and efforts of the Italians 
now lie. 
Disclosing American forces have 
landed on Sardinia, he said these 
forces are assisting four Italian 
divisions who have driven the Ger­ 
mans out of Sardinia. 
’’We had made great and elabor­ 
ate plans for the invasion of Cor­ 
sica and Sardinia,” Churchill add­ 
ed amid laughter, “but we have 
got them in the pick-up.”

Referring to the Salerno battle. 
Churchill said “German hopes of 
driving us Into the sea with 
bloody mop-up on the beaches must 
at times have risen high.” 
“We must consider this episode,

definite place in the records of

Russia, he said had agreed that 
the French National Committee 
should be represented on the com­ 
mission set up in the Mediterran­ 
ean. 
We regard the restoration of 
France as one of the great powers 
of Europe as a sacred duty from 
which Great Britain never will 
turn.” 
Stating there were nearly 75.000 
British prisoners and 25,000 Greek 
and Yugoslav prisoners in Italian 
hands before the armistice, Church­ 
ill said the Italians have given 
orders for the release of all under 
their control. 
Declaring United States naval 
forces already dominant in the 
Pacific, Churchill said the surren­ 
der of the Italian fleet decisively

naval balance. Concluding, he de­ 
clared : 
“In America I found the feeling 
everywhere that the war is being 
well managed. It is my hope that 
this conviction is shared general­ 
ly at home.” 
He added amid laughter, “that 
the houee of commons will feel 
no need to reproach itself for the 
unwavering confidence it has given 
to his majesty’s servants in dis­ 
charging 
the exceptional duties 
which have been laid upon them.”

Manpower Shortage: Cause And Eifeof 
PUBLICATION of Bernard M. Baruch’s man- 
power shortage report amountg to the gov- 
ernment’s official admission that it knows what 
la wrong. Baruch reports are considerably more 
thee memorandums, to be read and filed in the 
waste basket. 
The flit of this one Is that the wartime prob­ 
lem of making manpower go around Is being 
aggravated by cause and effect. By removing 
some of the causes, some of the effects will dis­ 
appear. Until that is done, the national man­ 
power shortage will continue to be more appar­ 
ent than real. 
* 
There Is no simple solution, In other words. 
Selective service could draft pre-Pearl Harbor 
father* and pre-Manila hay grandfathers, but un- 
lass something was done meanwhile about tho 
waste of man-hours under cost-plus-fixed-fee con­ 
tracts In the hands of managers who misuse 
them, there still would be a manpower shortage. 
; 
Either directly or inferentially, Mr. Baruch 
touches on almost everything else that his coun­ 
trymen have found oat about manpower In war­ 
time—public and private errors. He does not, 
unfortunately, tackle the anomaly of a standard 
* 40-hour waek being held over from a period of 
'unemployment into a period of manpower abort- 
* age, perhaps because his famous realism warns 
him there isn't anything he can do about it at 
this late data. Nevertheless, it is a curious anorn- 
«aly, and it gats "curiouser and curiouser" when 
: attempts to conceal it with compulsory violations 
r of the spirit of the 40-hour law, such as regional 
4t-hour weak edicts and scheduled payment of 
. overtime rates for regular time work, are con- 
‘ sidered. 


* 
However, Mr. Baruch has made It officially 
" plain that th# manpower ehortage can’t be 
•blamed on any one thing and won’t ha cured by 
.’ any one thing. It is a problem of diverse origins, 
with diverse treatments. Causes and effects will 
need to bo understood. 
Mr. Baruch suggesta that in the meantime * 
-system of priorities, to get manpower to the 
spots where it la needed most urgently, should 
be put into effect. It Is already being tried on 
Hie west coast and probably will be applied more 
'broadly in the near future.

What Might Have Been 
THE extreme difficulty of changing focus from 
the short-dlstance war In Italy to the long- 
^distance fighting in the Pacific Is presented 
again In the announcement from Gen. MacAr­ 
thur^ headquarter* that the Japanese on New 
Guinea have been routed from their last strong­ 
hold. at Lee. 
The next Japanese base to fall Is expected to 
be Rabanl, lying northeast of Lee, on New Bri­ 
tain Island. When this has been accomplished, 
the Japaneee drive to reach Australia finally will 
have been turned back. After two years of hard 
and desperate fighting, United States and Aus­ 
tralian troops and airmen and the bulk of the 
United States navy will have won reasonable 
security for the continent of Australia. 
They will have atarted "on the way back", as 
Gen. MacArthur phrases It, but they will have 
started at a point bo remote from the Philippines, 
which control the ultimate approach to Japan, 
that no one can guess how long they may need 
to reach there. The greatest distances that enter 
Into strategy in the European war are Insignifi­ 
cant by comparison with the vast spaces in the 
war with Japan. 
As the second anniversary of Pearl Harbor 
approaches, It Is time again to realize how dif­ 
ferent things would be now lf Gen. MacArthur 
had been given enough men and equipment to 
hold the Philippines; lf the United States had 
not been caught napping on Dec. 7, 1941; lf the 
American people and their government had un­

When Secretary of State Hull 
took the air recently to declare 
for a post-war alliance of all na 
tlons, "with a readiness to use 
force, lf necessary, for the main 
tenance of peace,” it became ap­ 
parent that this nation’s political 
leaders are fully as united for win 
ning the peace as they are for win­ 
ning the war. 
Nobody here doubts that Mr. 
Hull was speaking for the admin­ 
istration. No such important ad­ 
dress would have been made with­ 
out sending it over for the Presi­ 
dent to scan and Initial "Okay, F. 
D. R.” 
It la Interesting chiefly because 
It came on the heels of Mackinac 
conference 
of 
the 
Republican 
‘council of 49," where G.O.P. lead­ 
ers also put themselves on rec­ 
ord for this nation’s participation 
in a world alliance to maintain 
peace. 


It is true that the council wrote 
into the resolution a reservation 
for the use “of other sanctions 
than force,” lf possible, but that 
shouldn’t be taken too seriously. It 
came out of a star chamber sea 
Bion where conservatives definitely 
had the whip hand.

When the time comes, there’s 
going to be plenty of dispute over 
details. Make no mistake about 
that.

He And John McGraw Conspired To 


Perform Miracle Almost 40 Years 


Ago When Giants Slipped

THE! long arm of coincidence reached out the 
other evening and gathered in this little 
essay for me. 
I was discussing with some baseball bugs th* 
ignominious plight of the New York Giants wind** 
log up the season In last place and was wonder* 
ing lf John McGraw has turned over in his grave, 
when a friend interrupted to present me to a 
charming lady, Mrs. Christy Mathewson Jr. 
Her name and the topic of the discussion, the 
Giants, produced the coincidence. She is the wife 
of the only son of Christy Mathewson, the base* 
ball player whose fame occasionally echoes off 
Coogan’s Bluffs to this very day, though he has 
been dead some years. It was long before his 
passing that he came shambling for the last time 
out of the bull pen In the old ball yard in Harlem. 
He had a curious gait that caused hie fellow 
players to nickname him "Gum Boots”. He also 
had a lot of other nicknames. The umpires called 
him "the Big Fella”. To the New York fans he 
WSM "Big Six”, a title said to have been derived 
from the designation of the New York typograp- 
Jcal union. His friends called him “Matty”, rarely 
Cbriaty. 
He was a rookie pitcher not long out of college 
with the Giants around the turn of the century 
when they were Just as deep in last place as they 
are now. It was about this same season of the 
year and they had no chance to win when there 
appeared on the Polo Grounds a cocky, acid- 
tongued, rough-and-tumble little man who had 
been a famous third baseman with the immortal 
Baltimore Orioles. 
THAT was McGraw. Known—but called to his 
face at your peril—as "Muggsy”. Andy Freed­ 
man, then president of the Giants, had hired him 
to manage the dejected club. It was this same 
McGraw who years later took a 16-year-old boy, 
Mel Ott, out of school to mould him and train 
bim in the McGrawlan baseball tradition, and it 
is this same Mel Ott who has Just been given 
another term as manager of the Giants and who 
may find a tip In the next few paragraphs. 
McGraw, fresh as paint, bold and belligerent, 
eyed the 20 or more players on the Giants noster 
when he took over and promptly gave all but a 
dozen the gate. Freedman, a frugal operator, pro­ 
tested, as the players meant an Investment to 
bim, but McGraw replied: “I can finish last with 
nine men as well as I can with 90." 
Mathewson, a right-handed speedball pitcher, 
was one of those retained. A year or so later he 
was a big factor in pitching the Giants to a pen­ 
nant and In the world series of 1905 he shut out 
the Philadelphia Athletics In three of the five 
games, a record still unsurpassed. 
In the succeeding years he became McGraw*! 
ace and Intimate friend and the undisputed mon­ 
arch of the mound. As his speed diminished, he 
developed the curve that was to become famous as 
the fadeaway and to make him, in the opinion of 
many old timers, the all-time greatest pitcher. 
H 
E wae a new type to baseball In those days, 
conservative with his money, and shrewd In 
capitalizing on his reputation. He was a big, blond 
chap, well educated, and of great dignity. 
He was taciturn among strangers but voluble 
with close friends. He lived in the manner of a 
quiet, 
prosperous 
businessman, 
choosing 
his 
associates carefully. Some thought him cold, but 
in a period when Manhattan was interested main­ 
ly In baseball and vaudeville he was the idol of 
the island. When you got to kitow him well, you 
found he had rather a warm personality. 
Despite all the titles suggesting size and the 
Impression of bigness that he gave when he was 
on* the field, Matty was not of rugged construc­ 
tion. He went from the Giants to manage Cin­ 
cinnati, but his health steadily declined, and ha 
finally died after a long illness at Saranac. His 
wife still lives there. 
His son never attempted professional baseball 
but became an aviator. He met with a serious 
accident while flying in China several years ago, 
but is now In the air force with headquarters at 
Phoenix. He resembles his famous father in many 
ways, notably in reticence.

Our soldiers In Australia aren’t half so twittery 
about that faraway place as they used to bs when 
it was a name In the geography books. Those 
south sea islands they used to hear about are a 
pain in the neck. The picturesque cities and 
islands and the ports they wondered about have 
turned out to be down-at-the-heel dumps crawling 
with filth and populated with people pre-oocupled 
with the great international sport of parting the 
Yankee and his money. At least that’s what the 
boy* tell me. For me. of course, the world is still 
an oyster. I’ve never seen any of It farther west 
than Kansas City or east of the Statue of Liberty. 
I’m still a pink-sklaned International shedding 
sweetness and light like a bride giving off flower 
petals and perfumery. 
But when they start loading me Into airplanes 
and dumping me out here. there and everywhere 
all o\er the earth, I’ll lose my illusions. So will 
the natives, though I’m a lot more attractive 
sample of American civilization at its best than 
the school teachers who used to represent us 
abroad.

Badoglio Warned Italians It Was Their Duty 
To Fight On Side Of Allies Against Reich 


tty 'i’ll# Assort# ted Pron* 
ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 21—Pre­ 
mier Marshal Pietro Badoglio told Italians in a broadcast that It was 
their “absolute duty to fight on the side of the British and Americans 
against the Germans and against the few senseless Italians — no 
longer of such name — who put themselves at their command 
The text of Badoglio’s plea which was made from the new “Radio 
Italians’’ Sept. 16, was released for* 
publication after it had been flown 
here from the Italian mainland. 
(The speech thus ranged Ba­ 
doglio’s leadership squarely against 
that of the former dictator, Benito 
Mussolini, who on Saturday was 
quoted by the German radio as 
having made a broadcast urging 
Italians to take up arms again at 
the side of Germany and Japan.) 
Radio Italians was described as 
the “new official radio of the Ital­ 
ian government” in the text re­ 
leased through official Allied mili­ 
tary channels. 
^Cooperating Side By Side’ 
The marshal, who formed his 
government July 26, immediately 
after Mussolini was thrown out 
of office, told his people, "Do not 
forget that all talk about uncondi­ 
tional surrender is out of date and 
Irrelevant to the changed condi­ 
tions of today. 
"We have intervened decisively 
against Germany—following on the 
aggressive attitude of the Ger­ 
mans. 
We are cooperating side 
by side with the Anglo-Americans 
who now are accepting our assist­ 
ance in the task of driving the 
Germans from the country.” 
These and other sections of his 
speech were the first public avow- 
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als from any sources Indicating 
that the Italians probably will be 
accepted as full-fledged allies of 
the United Nations in the cam­ 
paign to drive the Germans from 
Italy. 
9 
"Moreover, the British and Amer­ 
icans, our erstwhile comrades of 
the Piave (in the First World war) 
and Vittorio Veneto did not hesi­ 
tate to state that their ultimate 
aim is the rebirth of a strong and 
united Italy,” Badoglio continued, 
"and that they will not withdraw 
their help from us when the time 
comes to repair the havoc of war 
and to reconstruct our future.” 
Points To German Attacks 
The marshal conceded that when 
the armistice was concluded "it 
was our intention to lay down our 
arms and abstain from acts of hos­ 
tility against anybody.” 
“Even after the Germans began 
to attack us we were patient and 
did not fight back, hoping these 
attacks were only isolated inci­ 
dents and not the result of a pre­ 
meditated 
p l a n 
of 
aggression 
against us,” he added. 
"Soon, however, we realized that 
whole German divisions were at­ 
tacking our troops in Italy and out 
side Italy, forcibly were occupying 
our cities, harbors and airdromes, 
were pillaging our stores and the 
possessions of our citizens, while 
the German air force was bombing 
our ships.” 
He urged Italians, where out­ 
numbered 
to use “the terrible 
weapon of guerrilla warfare,” and 
gave them instructions "to escape 
the country, cut communications, 
blow up bridges and dumps, attack 
isolated men and equipment. And 
above all do not give up, do not 
lose heart—persist.” 
Badoglio’s declaration was the 
first urging Italian soldiers and 
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civilians to attack Germane wher­ 
ever they find them and the first 
urging his followers to make war 
upon whatever troops align them­ 
selves with the Nazis. 
His 
original 
proclamation 
of 
Sept 8 announcing the armistice 
called upon Italians merely to yield 
to invasion by the Americans and 
British and only to fight against 
attack from any other quarter. 
Badoglio escaped from Rome a 
few hours before the Germans took 
over the city and made his way 
to Allied territory by automobile 
and ship, an American official who 
talked with the Italian chieftain 
disclosed Monday. 
The American, who cannot be 
definitely more Identified for the 
moment, said Badoglio gave this 
version of hie escape: 
After announcing the armistice 
terms to the Italian people Sept 
8, Badoglio realised that the Ger­ 
man troop# around the capital 
planned to take It over and to take 
himself and King Vittorio Em an­ 
nale into custody. 
Badoglio and his military advis­ 
ers took a large number of govern­ 
ment automobile# aifB made up a 
caravan before dawn Sept. 9. The 
caravan left Rome at 5 a. rn. and 
aped to a port on the Italian coast 
There the entire party boarded 
an Italian ship and In broad day­ 
light galled down the Italian coast 
and into Allied-occnpled territory. 
The Germane apparently at no 
time were close to the party. 
The true story of the escape dif­ 
fered completely from the version 
given out by the Germane who ap­ 
parently thought Badoglio had fled 
toward Florence. 
The German radio said the Ba­ 
doglio party had made its way to 
a town a short distance from Flor­ 
ence and there had been surround­ 
ed by German troops, bot a email 
group had succeeded in escaping 
by plane from an Italian-held air­ 
port
